Our favourite Camberwell comedian, on tour with Fifty Shades 
of Beige, discovers some of Britain’s best and worst breakfasts 


H ello Londoners, lovers of artisan bread 
and exotic pigs’ trotters! May I take 
this opportunity to remind you how 
lucky you are, for you are bang slap 
in gastro heaven and it doesn’t take long by 
Toyota Land Cruiser to realise that all is not 
equal in food and grub. 

Yes, I’m on tour again, and those who have 
read this column over the years will know that 
this is an occupational hazard, not a euphemism 
for being in prison/rehab. The 
new Grumpy show, Fifty 
Shades of Beige , is making its 
way around the country, and 
may I say there are some places 
where breakfast is best avoided. 

I’m going to single out a 
certain hotel in Hereford for a 
complete bashing, considering 
that the only fruit on offer was a 
choice between plastic or tinned 
and, when we asked about the 
possibility of tea, we were 
pointed in the direction of a wicker basket of 
Tetley tea bags and a flask of boiling water! Dear 
reader, we marched out. 

The thing about rubbish food and service is 
that there’s no excuse for it any more. We are 
inundated with food programmes on the telly. We 
all know the deal.

Richard had once eaten there. Heady days indeed!

TV hit show Fargo has shown us a different 
side to Martin Freeman. The Londoner 
talks about embracing his dark side 


M artin Freeman is not a 
particularly flamboyant 
individual or actor. Yet 
his list of roles is 

impressive when you consider their 
impact on the popular imagination. 

Though filmgoers may know him 
best for slaying ores as Bilbo Baggins 
in The Hobbit, Martin was already 
famous in the UK for having played 
Tim, Ricky Gervais’ foil in The 
Office, long before he began helping 
solve crimes as John Watson in 
Sherlock, the hit BBC series 
co-starring Benedict Cumberbatch as 
Holmes. Now he’s starring as the 
downtrodden Lester Nygaard in the 
highly acclaimed TV adaptation of 
Fargo, the Oscar-winning Coen 
brothers’ classic. ‘When we meet 
Lester, he’s a 40-year-old man who has been pushed around 
for most of his life,’ Martin explains. ‘He’s in a loveless 
marriage. He’s henpecked, to say the least. He’s not brilliant 
at his job. He gets a lot of life thrown at him and he doesn’t 
deal with it very well.’ 

Produced by the American F/X network and shot in the 
cold climate of Calgary, Alberta, the series co-stars Billy 
Bob Thornton as the low-life career criminal Lome Malvo, 
whose chance meeting with Nygaard sets in motion a series 
of grim events in the unsuspecting town of Fargo. 


It was precisely the ugly side of 
Nygaard that appealed to Martin who 
has been trying to extend his range as 
an actor and distance himself from his 
perpetual ‘nice guy’ image. ‘You want 
to do different things and you want to 
challenge people’s perceptions of 
you,’ he nods, ‘and you want to 
challenge your own work and your 
own perception of what it is you do. 

So, certainly, the overt dark side of 
Lester was something very attractive 
to me. People don’t associate me with 
being a killer! ’ 

The TV version of Fargo has been 
warmly received, even by die hard 
fans of the film who expressed their 
doubts when details of the show were 
first revealed. Even more transfixing, 
arguably, is Martin’s rather convincing 
Minnesota accent. ‘You have to be careful not to be 
condescending or patronising,’ he says on nailing the voice. 
‘You need to walk a fine line and I was concerned about not 
taking comic liberties with the manner or the accent of the 
character. I was careful not to patronise these people whom 
even most Americans are probably unfamiliar with in terms 
of how they speak and interact.’ 

He admits taking the role wasn’t a straight-forward 
decision, but taking the plunge was all down to his actress 
wife, Amanda Abbington. ‘When I got to the scenes where I >

knew it was me and Billy Bob, they were fantastically 
written scenes. I kicked it around in my head and I showed 
the script to my wife, and she told me, “You’ve gotta do it. 

It’s so good”. And so I did it.’ 

Fargo is yet another huge tick in what’s becoming a 
hugely successful CV - and in this industry, there’s no 
getting away from the fame that comes with it. ‘It’s not 
something I was ever seeking,’ Martin says, ‘and of course I 
understand that it’s the nature of this business that with 
success comes recognition. It can be pleasant to have people 
acknowledge your work and express their appreciation, but 
sometimes the attention can be difficult to bear and I admit 
I’m not good at that sort of thing, I like having my little 
world to myself, and for my friends and family.’ 

Martin’s ‘little world’ revolves around Potters Bar, where 
he lives with Amanda and their two children, Joe and Grace. 

‘We live there because it’s so close to town,’ he says. ‘That 
is one of the main things that 
appeals so much. I can get 
into town for work or to shop, 
but I can escape that busyness 
and get home where there are 
fields and a bit more 
tranquillity.’ 

Does he have particular 
London loves? ‘I love clothes 
and I have a couple of tailors 
that I go to in London, John 
Smedley and Mark Powell,’ 
he reveals. ‘If it was up to 
me, I would make everybody 
in London wear a three-piece 
suit, no matter what they were 
doing or what the weather 
was like. That would make 
everywhere a bit nicer, 
wouldn’t it? I also love the 
style of North London people. 

This may sound crazy, but you can

His affinity to the capital found 
the perfect partner when the role of John Watson came 
around. ‘That was one of the best things about Sherlock,’ he 
enthuses, ‘the whole London aspect of it. Aside from the 
story, that really appealed to me. It is so exciting to do 
something that takes in the history of London, the artistic 
side of the City. We got to explore the thing that is so 
pivotal to the City and it made the experience even 
more special.’ 

Even if, again, he wasn’t sure about taking on the part. 

‘I wouldn’t have played in it if I hadn’t felt we were doing 
something unique,’ he insists. ‘I thought it was very risky to 
try to update Sherlock Holmes, but I was willing to discuss 
it. The problem was that the day I met the people who were 
doing Sherlock, I was feeling stressed and irritable and I left

the impression that I wasn’t that anxious to do it. The next 
time I went in I read some scenes with Benedict and that’s 
when I saw that our rhythms were naturally suited.’ 

A third series will come for Sherlock, and then there’s the 
conclusion to Martin’s Hobbit adventure - and a West End 
run where he will be taking on one of the biggest baddies in 
history, Richard III. He promises a different take on the 
much-vilified King at the Trafalgar Studios run starting 
this month - just another role to add to that hugely 
impressive CV.

Frances Hollidays grand Georgian home in 
Camberwell channels a distinctly Cape Cod vibe

T he elegant exterior of Frances 
Halliday’s home, just off 
Camberwell Grove, is typical 
of the beautiful Georgian 
properties that line the streets of this 
current south London property hot spot. 
But once inside the airy hallway there’s 
a distinctive New England feel to the 
house with a coastal-style colour 
scheme, nautical designs and shipshape 
navy stripes.

‘But it didn’t work

to live in such a delightful Georgian 
property and we rather backtracked.’ 

The Grade 11-listed house, which

back doors and they 
now front a cupboard 
in the kitchen making a 
lovely feature. It’s such 
a pleasure living in this 
characterful house, there’s really not 
very much we would want to change.’ 

Another improvement has been to 
the kitchen: 4 1 wanted a practical and 
clean-lined kitchen in a neutral palette 
so I could accessorise with colour and 
add texture with the coastal accessories 
I’ve collected over the years,’ says 
Frances.

requests from his wife for paintings of 
the seaside: ‘Trevor’s paintings are 
hanging everywhere,’ says Frances 
proudly, ‘they really do add interest 
to the walls and help bring the right 
ambience to the house.’

American food has come a long way since the days of 
Stallone, Schwarzenegger and Planet Hollywood 


I t all happened so fast. In the flip of a rare- 
breed, hand-minced burger, topped with 
bacon jam and wedged in between two 
billowing brioche buns. One moment 
American tucker was pure grease-soaked 
sustenance; the next, it’s reborn with a revamp. 

Back in the day, the choice was strictly 
limited. On the plus side, you had the Hard 
Rocks, Maxwell’s and Texas Lone Stars, 
endearingly ersatz creations where the food at 
least attempted to replicate the burger joints, 

BBQ shacks, burrito houses and diners of the 
United States. 

Now, though, at long last we’re 
getting to grips with the sheer 
regional variety, the lip-smacking 
breadth, of real American food. It 
never ceases to annoy me when 
dullards bang on about American 
food being simply sloppy 
processed muck. What about the 
clam bakes of New England, I 
want to scream, the crawfish boils 
of Louisiana? And BBQ, ‘meat and three’, Cajun 
and Creole, Cali-Japanese, and Tex Mex (the real 
thing, not that hideous pastiche on which we 
grew up). Had I the space, I could break into a 
fevered paean as to the sheer glorious diversity 
of those 50 great states. God bless her indeed. 

But back to London. And yes, I know, dude 
food has outstayed its welcome. But the fad will 
pass and we’ll be left with the true gems, the 
dishes that deserve to linger on forever. Buffalo 
wings at Meat Liquor; proper pulled pork at Pit 
Cue in Soho; mac and cheese spring rolls at Far 
Rockaway in Shoreditch; spicy ox cheek 
doughnut at Duck and Waffle in the City; 
sublime hot dogs at Bubble Dogs in Fitzrovia; 
shrimp and grits at Jackson and Rye in Soho. The 
list goes on and on. I’ve even heard great things 


(from Jay Rayner, a man who 
knows his butt from his bark) 
about the BBQ at The Big Easy, 
that old Chelsea stalwart. 

And now things are moving 
ever upwards. Avenue, in St 
James, deals in all sorts of upscale 
clam chowders and Reuben 
sandwiches. I’ve yet to eat there, 
and reports are mixed, but with 
openings like 160 Degrees 
Fahrenheit in West Hampstead (from the team 
behind Pied a Terre) and The Lockhart, just 
behind Marble Arch, things are looking 
decidedly rosier. The latter sees chef Brad 
McDonald cook modem Southern dishes, 
featuring all manner of catfish and dirty rice. 

So for the hungry Amerophile, it’s a good time 
to be in London. Ok, so the likes of Thomas 
Keller, David Chang and Mario Battali have yet 
to open their first UK outposts. But patience, my 
friends, patience. The upscale American invasion 
has started. Until then kick back, because when it 
comes to all things starred and striped, London’s 
never had it so good.

emember the birth of the 
gastropub? And how we 
rolled our eyes? A knee-jerk 
reaction to the smoking ban, 
we thought. It’ll never work. RIP the 
British boozer. But we were wrong, it 
seems. It’s a trend that has stayed with 
us, a new way to eat out. Relaxed and 
casual, without a cheese ploughmans 
in sight. Now, when you head for the 
pub - if you know your pubs - you 
can expect food of restaurant quality. 

The Garrison on Bermondsey Street 
was one of those at the forefront of the 
gastropub movement, created out of 
a desire to address the needs of the 
area’s discerning and downright cool 
creatives, day and night. It opened in 
2003 with a good menu - rustic and 
seasonal with plenty of daily specials 
and local produce from artisan 
suppliers. And it has stuck to its guns 
on that front. But where do you go 


next, when you’ve been leading the 
field from the front? What comes after 
the gastropub? 

‘I don’t know the answer,’ says a 
candid Tom Langdon, The Garrison’s 

In terms of the future, 
it’s just maintaining a good 
source of ingredients and 
keeping it fresh -1 keep 
a notebook by my bed to 
jot down recipe ideas 

new Head Chef, ‘but as soon as 
someone figures it out there’ll be two 
dozen versions of it on the high street. 

‘It’s something you have to think 
about all the time,’ says Tom, ‘but at 
the moment it’s about staying true to 


our dining policy and understanding 
that there’s so much competition that 
you have to keep delivering. In terms 
of the future, it’s just maintaining a 
good source of ingredients and 
keeping it fresh - I keep a notebook 
by my bed to jot down recipe ideas. 
They don’t always work out, but you 
have to experiment. You just have to 
do your thing.’ 

And he does it very well. Given I’ve 
just enjoyed a delicious, original and 
spot-on seasonal meal from his new 
menu, it seems that a) the question 
didn’t even need asking and b) Tom is 
a very modest man. After a starter of 
sprouting broccoli, bulgur wheat, red 
grapes and merlot vinegar, followed 
by sea trout, English asparagus and 
warm spring bean salad with tomberry 
tomatoes, I’ll certainly be raving about 
it to friends. Everything fits together 
seamlessly, and there’s always one

‘I do try and source locally,’ 
he says, ‘but where do you 
draw the line on local? Does 
it have to be within the M25, 
or British? I always source 
British, because we’re all part 
of the same economy, and I try 
use local suppliers. So the veg 
company might be supplying 
asparagus from Norfolk, but 
it’s locally based. I’ve just set 
up with a new cheese company based 
in Bermondsey, Rustic Cheese, and 
when I call up they’ll give me a 
cheese board of what’s good and teach 
me all about it. Traceability is so 
important these days - you have to 
know where it’s coming from.’ 


flavour that stands out - that sharp 
merlot vinegar; those tomberry tomatoes 
literally bursting with spring freshness. 

‘My style is bold, simple flavours,’ 
says Tom. ‘Two chefs in my life have 
really influenced me. One of them was 
a farmer and decided to become a chef 
in his mid-30s. He hated uniformly 
cut, over-manicured food and things 
like that, so he kind of beat that out of 
me when I was a commis chef. The 
second one that was a big inspiration 
was the French chef Ollie Couillaud, 
who was head chef at Le Trompette in 
Chiswick - he was all about being 
really bold with lots of garlic, thyme, 
wine... if you want something to taste 
of a specific flavour, then get that out, 
let the flavour speak for itself.’ 

Tom is big on food provenance, and 
given that Borough Market and the 
hip, kind-of-secret Maltby Street are 
right on his doorstep, he shouldn’t find 
himself in short supply any time soon.

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ANTENNA’S 
AMERICAN DINER

C rystal Palace lost both 
its MacDonald’s and 
Pizza Hut in recent 
years, which is a cause 
to be celebrated, since the Triangle 
now offers a plethora of exotic 
culinary experiences including 
Brazilian, Thai, Portuguese and 
Cuban. And they’re all independent. 

There is often an excited 
murmur among Crystal Palace 
locals as empty premises begin to take on new 
life, Facebook groups lighting up with rumours 
and speculation as to what it might become. 

When it was announced that the long-empty 
building on Westow Hill was to be an American 
Diner - and another project by the Antenna 
Studios Team to boot - it was as if a 1953 
Cadillac Eldorado had roared into town. 

The Antenna Studios team, which runs the 
popular Cafe Thing at the front of their Haynes 
Lane premises, saw a gap in the market for a 
family friendly, ecologically sound American 
burger bar with ‘healthy unhealthy’ food. On 
opening in February, Facebook went wild... 

Stepping into Antenna’s, I was immediately struck by how 
narrow, yet strangely roomy, the diner is, which just seems 
to add to the Americana experience. But this place is no 
cliche. The counter isn’t chrome, cherry pie doesn’t feature 
anywhere on the menu and there’s no jukebox in sight. 
Instead the layout and styling is tasteful and contemporary. 


We arrived, baby in tow, 
and were immediately 
offered a highchair by our 
waitress, Selina, for whom 
nothing was too much 
trouble. She was chatty and 
attentive, even bringing toys 
for the baby and taking him 
off our hands for a wander. 
Seated in a booth, we set about perusing the 
very pink, all-American menu. I’m a vegetarian, 
but thankfully the diner caters for non-meat 
eaters with two veggie burger options. Sadly 
there’s no veggie hotdog yet, but it is in the 
pipeline. I opted for the Antenna Veggie Burger, 
made with black beans, chickpeas, garlic, onion, 
cumin and halloumi, and my partner went for 
the Big Cheeseburger with cheddar and 
Monterey Jack. Both came with fries and 
coleslaw. My burger was delicious and slightly 
aromatic - I’ve never tasted a veggie burger like 
it, but if I’m being picky there could have been 
fewer fries and a small side salad instead. For 
dessert we had a stack of pancakes with raspberry sauce and 
ice cream and a delicious cheesecake. 

The diner is an all-American gourmet experience with 
an ethical conscience. It isn’t cheap, but nor is it expensive, 
given the ethically sourced ingredients.
